On Our Mutton and Wool Supply. 


The Federal Department of Agriculture is viewing 
with considerable alarm the rapid, decrease of our live 
stock. and. through its official 
publications, sends out 
warning to the American farmers. 
In a recent official 
statement, prepared by Mr. Gee. M. Rommel. Chief of the 
Division of Animal Husbandry, Bureau of Animal Indus­ 
try, published in the Agricultural Outlook, the following 
appears; 
’ The estim ates of the department for the number 
of sheep on farms in the United States on January I, 
IHM, show a decided decrease as compared with 
1913. 
The apparent tendency toward a decline in the number 
of sheep on farms has been noted for some time and has 
r a used sheep raising on farms to be referred to as a waning industry. 
A 
word here concerning the economy of sheep aud their place iu agricultural 
practice may not be out of place 
As 
a farm animal per se. the sheep has many distinct advantages. 
The 
•beep hi 
a much 
more economical animal to feed than the steer, returning 
a larger amount of gain per IOO pounds of feed eaten. 
When his capacity 
to consume roughage is considered, he is more economical than the hug, 
The sheep yields a double re tu rn -m ea t at an economical cost, and wool 
Bs a by product—which will go far toward defraying tile cost of keep. 
Sheep are prolific. 
A farm flock which dries not yield at least IOO per 
cent Increase is very poor, Indeed 
A flock of Eheep on a farm will, in time, clear it of weeds, without ex- 
pense to the owner, 
if allowed to range the lanes, the Stubblefields after 
grain Is cut, and the cornfields after the com is full grown. 
As a scavenger 
•van a gOi»» is not more useful than a sheep. 
As •heat-food animals sheep have tither been sufficiently appreciated 
in the United frUa* o 
They are, however, #f very great value. 
They must 
be classed, with hugs and poultry, as the biont available animals go supply 
meat for home use on the average farm 
They are readily slaughtered, the 
meat can he kept without difficulty, it cuts up without waste in sizes which 
are convenient for the average family and the meat Is nutritious, wholesom e 
and palatable when properly cooked. 
The healthfulness of the sheep alone 
gives it front rank as a meat-food animal. 
Sheep rarely h a le tuberculosis 
or other diseases communicable to man 
Farmers have not generally recognized the proper place of the sheep in 
agriculture in the settled regions. 
Too much importance is placed on wool. 
Except on the lunge. where land is cheap, the wool should be regarded as 
an incidental—a side line to help defray the rest of handling 
If only 25 per cent of the farms on which tilers are now no sheep should 
have * Hock of not over twenty-five or thirty ewes, managed with reasonable 
cartas farm revenues would not only be materially increased, hut a decided 
step in advau<e would he taken tov.nids the solution of our meat supply 
problem."

Chief Problem Is to Furnish a Buffi? 
d e n t, and at Sam e Time Not Too 
Costly Supply of the Best 
Protein Foods. 


'By W. M. KEDLEY.) 
According to accepted standards, a 
cow weighing one thousand pounds 
will require about one pound of pro­ 
tein a day in a m aintenance ration, 
and one producing from 
thirty 
to 
forty pounds of milk a day will re­ 
quire from one and one fourth to ©no 
and three-fourths pounds additional. 
or a total of from two and one-fourth 
to two and three fourths pounds a 
day. 
Our dairy business, especially 
in the East, has been developed large­ 
ly upon a basis 
of 
cheap 
protein 
foods; and as a result many dairymen 
have been buying and 
feeding 
too 
many protein concentrates, 
for 
the 
purpose of stim ulating a large flow of 
milk. 
Som e dairymen are feeding each 
cow daily from eight to ten pounds 
of 
gluten 
and 
other highly-concen­ 
trated protein feeds; but 
it 
is 
my 
judgment that they are making a m is­ 
take and cannot obtain profitable re­ 
sults in the pail or by added fertility 
in the manure heap. 
Our farm crops, clover and timothy 
hay, corn and other fodder, and for­ 
age, with 
oats, 
barley, 
wheat-bran 
and corn for concentrates, and a little 
of the more highly concentrated pro­ 
tein foods form an ideal combination 
to promote health and vitality. 
W e 
may get a little less milk, but our 
cow s will breed more regularly, and 
w e shall have better calves. 
The low percentage of protein, and 
tho high percentage of water in corn 
ensilage m akes it desirable to feed 
with it an abundance of good clover 
hay. 
which 
m akes a better ration 
ttian either alone. But one that is far 
from perfect. 
\ 
When feeding ensilage and clover 
hay. a liberal 
admixture of hom e­ 
grown grain foods should be added to 
balance tho ration with protein 
We 
should make a constant effort to pro­ 
duce various kinds of proteinaceous 
forage and fodder crops. 
This brings up the question of ro­ 
tation of crops best suited to the feed-
